Of all the daring robberies ever commit- 
ted in Capt. Peter Jayce’s “Bloody Third,” 
or strictly speaking the Fourth Police Dis- 
trict, the robbery of Hugo Koch at 1013 
Wash street Friday jafternoon will go to 
the head of the list. 

Koch is a collector jor the St. Louls Elec- 
tric Light and Power/Co. at 211 Lucas ave- 
nue. The robbers caught him in a blind 
court and threw cayenne pepper into his 
eyes and mouth. 

Fearing the pepper/would not be enough 
to blind him, the two} highwaymen tried to 
dash a four-ounce battle of sulphuric acid 
into Koch’s face. Shlphuric acid is com- 
monly known as vitrdl. The acid used by 
the robbers was in ma crudest form, and 
powerful enough to Toa a hole in a tin 
roof. 

Koch threw up his hands as the men at- 
tempted to spray him with the acid. In 
this way he saved His eyesight and his 
good looks, but he spdiled his clothes. The 
powerful acid fell on {his shoulder and ate 
a hole in his coat and waisteoat as large 
as a dinner plate. Sq@me of the acid also 


lowed him in from the street. They had 
him in a corner. 

The white man dashed a paper of pepper 
into Koch’s face, while the negro held him. 
While the white man tried to throw the 
vitrol the negro went through Koch's pock- 
ets, finding only the pocketbook containing 
the $75. 

A dozen children were playing on the 
other side of the board partition. They 
heard the commotion and _ investigated, 
They found Koch on the brick pavement 
writhing in pain and moaning. 

They were too late to get a glimpse of 
the highwaymen. * 

Among the children were two of Ler- 
ner’s little ones, 
with the news of their discovery. 

Mr. and Mrs, Lerner went to the suffering 
man and recognized him as the electric 
light company’s collector. 

Koch was removed to the Lerners’ apart- 
ments and Dr. James O’Gallagher of High 
and Wash streets was sent for. The doc- 
tor applied soothing remedies to Koch's 
eyes, and telephoned Koch’s employers. 
William Green, the company’s bookkeeper, 
answered the message, and took Koch to 
his home in Tuxedo in a carriage. 

Seach in the blind court yard revealed a 
bit of pepper done in a hand bill advertis- 
ing the South Side pool-room’s new opening. 
The empty bottle that had held four ounces 
of vitriol was found against a brick ash pit 
in the court yard. There was no label on the 
bottle. 

The robbery was at once reported to Capt. 
Joyce’s station, but Lerner says it was 
fully’ an hour before an officer answered 
the call. Koch was barely able to give a 
description of the robbers. He said he had 
noticed the men following bim that after- 
noon, although he was not suspicious .of 
their movements. They kept a@ reasonable 
distance behind him and he was not aware 
that they were near enough to him to step 
into the court yard when he opened the 
gate. 

Capt. Joyce sent Detective Burke out on 
the case. The detective arrested Joe Mc- 
Kenna, white, at Eighth and Carr streets, 
Friday night, and is eure he ts the man 
who threw the pepper and acid. McKenna 
answers the description furnished by Koch 
of the man who blinded him. He is well- 
known to the police of the Fourth District 
and has been arrested before for complict- 
ty in the numerous highway robberies that 
have been committed in that police dis- 


trict. 
McKenna would make no statement when 


he was arrested. Mr. Koch was sent for 
to identify the prisoner, but he was unable 
to be brought to the city.

TALES OF FRAUD AND HARDSHIP 
FLOATING BACK FROM ELON- 
DIKE GOLD-SEEKERS. 


DEPREDATIONS OF SAILORS. 


Outfits Stolen by Them and Exorbitant 
Exactions by the Transpor- 
tation Companies. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 4.—The tide in 
the news from Alaska is turning and now 
comes stories of privation, hunger and dis- 
appointment. Forty or more prospectors 
have turned back from Skagua and others 
will likely do so. Gross fraud upcn the 
part of agents is charged against the trans- 
portation lines. The Klondike with its gold 
appears to many to be at the far end of 
the rainbow, and these travelers are too 
weary to chase after it. 

John McKinney, a well-known Seattle 
railroad man and miner, writes from Ska- 
gua: 

“It was a shame the way we were treated 
on the steamer. You would not eat the 
grub; it was the worst I ever saw. Three 


meals in succession without bread unless 
you paid the steward 25 cents a loaf for it. 

“Men that came without outfits bought 
complete outfits from sailors that were 
stolen from the men going to the mines, 
You could buy anything from the sailors. 
The officers closed their eyes. I went to 
the purser, but could Fs no satisfaction. 
By giving the steward , you could get 
something to eat.’’ 

From Chilkoot Pass Dr. G. M. Faulkner 
of this city writes he is in,charge of an 
outfit and fifteen men, fifteen horses and 
fourteen tons of provisions. This party 
took two double sets of block and tackle 
to help them drag goods up the last pitch 
on the Chilkoot Pass and the doctor writes 
that the tackle has already been of great 
practieal advantage. The letter says: 

‘It has been raining hard and lots of the 
men feel blue. A great man will turn 
back. I estimate that forty will return on 
the next boat. I fear we have not enough 
rovisions. The much talked of White 

ass, by way of Skagua, is a fraud.’’ 

Thomas A. Garrett, who is at Skagua, 
writes in a similar vein and claims gross 
misrepresentation. ' 

‘The mode of unloading horses,”’ says he, 
“is to stand them out on a gang-plank and 
then tip the plank over the sides and slide 
the horse into the sea. Some of them go 
in in a sitting position, some head first, 
some sideways and some heels over. Our 
horses mace quite a graceful and successful! 
slide. The situation here is not very cheer- 
ful. There are a number here who have no 
means io get further without packing and 
they have not yet made up their minds to 
do that. We cannot even here get satis- 
factory information concerning White Pass. 
Things have been misrepresented to us in 
regard to the facilities bor land. ig. There 
is a small dock in course of construction 
situated in an accessible place under the 
cliffs. The head of the bay is tide flats and 
not even row boats can get right up to the 
land, it being necessary to wade some dis- 
tance.”’

PORT TOWNSEND, Wash., Aug. 14.—A 
letter .recelved here from John UI. Smith, 
United States Commissioner at Dyea, re- 


garene the conditions at Dyea and Skagua 
is as follows: ; 
“Of the 3,000 miners here and at Skagua 
more than 250 are not a a St with horses, 
and it will be a physical impossibility for 
the Indian packers to get more than 250 
outfits over the trails before winter sets in. 
The Indian packers at Dyea are on strike; 
they are making money too easily. 
“When a steamer lands at Dyea or rather 
anchors out in the bay a mile from shore 
the miners have to hire Indians with canoes 
to get their baggage upon the sandy beach 
This costs 1% cents per pound. ; 

“The miner then carries his 
yards further to high water 
pitches his tent in the forest. 
“He is soon ready to make a start, but 
only goes about a mile, when he comes to 
a river about three feet.deep and 50 to 100 
feet across and very swift. e must wade 
and take chances of getting his outfit wet. 
to say nothing of getting cramps in the cold 
water. He may cross the river too low 
down and after proceeding a quarter of a 
mile further must be ferried past a pro- 
jecting rock too steep to be scaled. of 
course everything costs money. The In- 
dian carries 200 pounds and makes $40 for 
two days’ work. Not a few miners are aj- 
ready turning back. The outfits of such 
abot are for sale, and the Indian wil] pay 
about 50 cents on the dollar'Yor the outfit 
Thesstart of the Skagau trail is all right.

HOEFFNER TAKES AN APPEAL. 


Court Decided That as Professional 
Bondsman He Must Pay. 


George Hoeffner, the saloon | keeper at 
Twelfth street and Clark avenue, has ap- 
pealed from the dec'sion of Judge Adams, 
requiring him to pay $3,000, as surety on the 
forfeited bond of Charles F. Knowlton.

Comenittee on Legislation. ; 

The reorganization of the House which 
followed the attempt at expulsion and the 
resignation of Speaker Lloyd does away 
with all the standing committees of the 
House, and the ordinances will conse- 
quently be delayed. 

Mr. Lehmann, the newly elected Speaker, 
announced Friday night upon taking the 
chair that he would probably be ready to 
name the working committees of the House 
at the following meeting, whieh will be 


Tuesday. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Speaker 
Lehmann said: 

“TI have no idea as yet how any commit- 
tee will be made up. Of course the men 
who elected me will be the chairmen of the 
more important committees.”’ 

Mr. Coudrey was the Chairman of the 
Committee on Legislation which ceased to 
exist when Speaker Lleyd stepped out. 

When ask before the meeting what 
would be the future of the Post-Dispatch 
bicycle ordinance, and how much time 
would be required for its passage, he said: 

‘As Chairman of the Committee on Leg- 
islation I will not hurry in any way any 
legislation commas to the committee. 
will hold those bills until the bicycle riders 
of St. Lou's are officially hear 
do not think either of the bills is entirel 
satisfactory to the wheelmen.

Mr. Judy, who introduced the bill known 
as the Post-Dispatch ordinance, said the 
ordinance would certainly be pas but 
he expects it will be amended. e says the 
three salient points, speed, lights and bells, 
wiil remain in the ordinance. 

Delegate Weeke, who introduced another 
ordinance on the subject, different in but 
one or two particulars, declares he does 
not care whose ordinance is passed, pro- 
vided the people of the city and the bi- 
cyclists themselves are protected by a bi- 
cycle law. He will vote for and support 
any ordinance that may come from the 
committee. 

But the resignation of Chairman Liev, 
which followed the attempt to unseat him, 
changes the whole situation, Mr. Coudrey 
is no longer the Chairman of the Important 
Committee on Legislation; nor ts he likely 
to be again placed at its head. 

The chairman of the committee will be 
one of the sixteen men who voted with and 
for Speaker Lehmann, and it ts not unlikely 
that it will be Mr. Judy himself. Delegate 
Weeke, who introduced the other ordinance 
now ready for the new Committee on Legis- 
lation is a supporter of the municipal ad- 
ministration and of ex-Speaker Lloyd.

ON BEING READ TO PENNSYLVA- 
NIA MARCHING MINERS, THEY 
QUIETLY DISPERSED. 


MUCH. SICKNESS AND WANT. 


Three Hundred Familfes in the Monroe 
District Are Reported to Be 
in Great Distress. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 14.—Despite the 
orders of the strike officers, the campers 
at Sandy Creek and Turtle Creek attempt- 
ed to march on the mines this morning, but 
the deputies were alert and both bodies 
were forced to break ranks and return to 
their camps. 

There was the same show of resistance 
made by the marchers at Sandy Creek this 
morning that occurred at Plum Creek yes- 
terday, but of a milder degree. The camp- 
ers began the march at 3 o'clock, an hour 
and a half earlier than usual. This was 
done to outwit the deputies, but it failed. 
The Sheriff's men were on guard and when 
the strikers came up the road they were 
met by twenty-six deputies and ordered to 
halt. The injunction was then read to 
them and they were ordered back to camp. 
They resisted at first, but when the depu- 
ties pressed forward the strikers quickly 
broke ranks and returned to their quarters. 
As a result of this twenty-two diggers went 
into the mine. 

At Turtle Creek the men had just formed 
on the road when the deputies appeared. 
After a short parley the strikers withdrew. 
The output of the mine shows an increase. 
At Plum Creek the situation is victory 
for the company so far as operating the 
mine is concerned.

The exports of wheat and flour from both.coasts 
or the week were equal to 4,460,519 bu, the 
argest week's clearance for the season. The clear- 
ences for the previous week were equal to 8,308,- 
000 bu and a rear ago they were 2,635,216. 

The exports of corn for the week were 38,275,653 
bu, as compared with 8,223,885 bu for the previous 
week and 2,367,535 bu a year ago. 

Exports of wheat and flour from the United 

States for the month of July were equal to 9,273.,- 
421 bu, as compared with 12,108,4 bu in July, 
1806. 
Beerbohm has revised his figures on the European 
wheat requirements, and now makes his figures 
as indicating that 192,000,000 bu will be required 
from America, while a few weeks ago they were 
only 160,000,000 bu. 

The Chief Grain Inspector of the State of 
Minnesota estimates that the wheat yield of the 
two Dakotas and Minnesota will be 30,000,000 bu 
less than the early expectations, 130,000,000 bu, 
instead of 160,000,000, estimated a month ago. 

There are heavy rains in the Red River Valley 
and other spring wheat States where barvesting {s 
under way. Rains also in corn States, in Dakota, 
Minnesota, Nebraska, Iowa, Kansas and Missouri. 

Kansas City wires that John Washburn of the 
Washburn and Crosby Milling Co. of Minneapolis 
has been |there for several days purchasing wheat 
for milling purposes. About 250,000 bu have al- 
ready been shipped from there to Minneapolis, 
and the movement is expected to increase in vol- 
ume.

Jennie Curran, Age Seven, Never 
Leaves Mamie and Cares for the 
Sufferer as Tenderly as 
Would a Mother. 


Whooping cough is epidemic at the House 
of Refuge. Of the 132 girls who find a home 
there, 50 are affected. The rate among the 
165 boys ia nearly as great. 

Dr. W. B. Hal, the physician, has his 
hands full in treating the cases and pre- 
venting complications. 

At present there is only one case that 
gives the physician much concern. That is 
little Mamie Curran, and a stubborn fever 
has resulted. 

There is a dea] of pathos in this case. 
Mamie and Jennie Curran are twins. They 
are 7 years old and for four years have 
been inmates of the House of Refuge, They 
have forgotten their parents, and if the 


parents are alive they have doubtless for- 
otten their little ones, for they never visit 
hem. 

The twins are pretty and bright, and the 
affection they feel for one another is re- 
markable. Ever since Mamie was com- 

elled to take to her cot Jennie has been 

er constant attendant. 

Mamie, with her closely cropped hair, 
and face fiushed with the fever, nestling 
among the snowy covers of her cot, is a 
picture. It is enhanced, however, by the 
addition of Jennie, a counterpart, who sits 
constantly at the head of the bed ready 
and anxious to get a cool drink of water 
or do any other little thing that would 
comfort her sister. 

‘‘Mamie has been eick a week,” said: Mrs. 
Vincent, the matron, ‘‘and Jennie has given 
up all thoughts of play and pleasure and 
never deserts the edside. Vhen night 
comes she occupies an adjoining cot, and 
at Mamile’s slightest movement gehe is 
awake and ready to perform any service 
that may be required.’ 

Another interesting pair of twins at the 
refuge are George and Thomas Smith. 
These youngsters are only 8 years old. They 
are likely boys and if they were ever sick a 
moment in thelr lives no one wouid suspect 
it. 

Tom and George's parents were both deaf 
and dumb. The were s0 from birth. But 
their children have ears that hear as keenly 
as foxes and their voices are as strong and 
clear as any one could desire. The little fel- 
lows’ brains are active and they are proud 
of their attainments. At Matron Vincent's 
request the little tots executed a neat song 
and dance for the reporter's benefit, and did 
it in a professional manner. 

Their mother ded four months ago. Their 
father is supposed to be alive somewhere, 
but the Refuge authorities have no idea 
where. Added to his natural afflictions 
he has acquired an appetite for liquor, and 
whenever he ts in possession of money it 
goes for whisky. 


Mamie Helbrooker ts a charge, who, 
though she has been at the Refuge for a 
week, has made her influence felt. She is 


8 years old. She was adopted by a well- 
to-do South St. Louls family who wanted to 
ear her as thelr own. She is supposed to 
- of French descent. Mamie had a good 
home, but she developed kleptomaniac tend- 


encies. Her foster parents could do noth- 
ing with her, and she was.sent to the 
Refuge. 


There had never been an attempt to es- 
cape among the girls until Mamie came. 
The front door to the girls’ department was 
never locked. The second day Mamie was 
there she tried to run away. Now the door 
is locked and a guard is kept. Mamie is 
penitent, and it doubtful if another at- 
tempt to escape will be made.

MRS. SUSAN O’LEARY FOLLOWED 
HER DRUNKEN HUSBAND 
FOR NINE HOURS. 


HE ONLY BOUGHT MORE DRINK. 


A Policeman Locked Him Up and the 
Abused Wife Was 
Cared For. 


A sodden, blue-eyed drunken man, fol- 
lowed by a frail, poorly clad, woebegone 
woman, bearing in her arms a sick child, 
attracted the attention of Sergt. King of 
the Central District at 5 o’clock Saturday 
morning at Twelfth and Pine streets. 

The drunken man was John O'Leary, and 
the pathetic figures in his wake were his 
wife, Susan, and her 10-months’-old babe. 
For nine hours Mrs. O’Leary, weak from 
hunger and almost ready to drop from ex- 
haustion, followed her husband from one 
saloon to another, pleading with him to quit 
drinking and provide shelter for her and the 
child. He only swore at her in reply. When 
her pleadings and reproaches became in- 
sistent, O’Leary would turn upon her with 
a savage oath and raise his hand as if to 
strike her. The wife would cower and 
shrink away, only to meekly follow him 
again and wait at the door of the next sa- 
loon until her besotted husband came out, 

Sergt. King followed them unobserved 
for several minutes before he arrested 
O'Leary. He took him to the Four Courts, 
Mrs. O'Leary followed and related her 
story. 

The couple formerly had a room at _ 1308 
Pine street, but were evicted several days 
ago, owing to non-payment of the rent. 
Mrs. O’Leary said that her husband had 
failed to provide for her and her child 
for several days and she declared that they 
had not eaten any substantial food in two 
days, a statement borne out by her appear- 
ance, Since Thursday night she and her 
baby have been without shelter. 

Friday her husband received his wages, 
but, instead of providing a home, he started 
out to squander the money in drink. Mrs, 
O’Leary begged for money for her imme- 
diate wants, but he turned a deaf ear to her 
pleadings. Not knowing where to turn, the 
wife, with her babe in her arms, followed 
the husband, hoping that her prayers and 
the sight of the forlorn cond.tion of the help- 
less infant in her arms would move him io 
pity. She had been on this forlorn journey 
all night long, without rest, when Sergt. 
King saw her. 

Mre. O'Leary told Sergt. McFarland, who 
was in charge of the station, that she had 
five other ch'ldren, all of whom she was 
compelled to place in the House of Refuge 
because she was unable to properly main- 
tain them. The eldest she placed !n the 
House of the Good Shepherd on Thursday, 
the. day she was evicted. . 

Sergt. McFarland’s blood boiled with in- 
dignation when Mrs. O’Leary had com- 
pleted her simple, pathetic story. He 
turned to O'Leary, who clung to the railing 
grinning in a maudlin way at the recital 
of his cruel neglect, and administered a 
rebuke that made him wince, drunk as he 
was, 

O'Leary had $2 when he was arrested, 
and the Sergeant handed it over to the wife. 
O’Leary was then locked up on a charge of 
disturbing the peace. The wife and her in- 
fant were provided with a comfortable bed 
and a warm meal by the Sergeant.

The Justice Discharged Smith Without

Mrs. William Strait fainted in the office of 
Justice Henry Guentz in Belleville, Friday 
afternoon, as a result, it is claimed, of 
injuries received from Joseph Smith, a 
neighbor.

Thursday one of the Smith children sat 
in an upper window and mocked Mrs. Strait. 
The latter sa'd something about the raisin 
the child had received. Smith overhearc 
her and talked very offensively, calling her 
names. 

Mrs. Strait said he would not dare talk 
that way if he was down in the yard. 

She says he then came down and struck 
her in the side. She tried to defend her- 
self, and he seized her by both arms. 

He gripped her so hard that in the strug- 
gle which ensued her left arm was dislo- 
cated at the shoulder and the right arm 
sprained. 

Mrs. Strait screamed with pain. Walter 
Knoebel came to her assistance and Smith 
released her. This is Mrs. Strait’s version. 

A werrant was eworn out before Justice 
Guentz. At the trial Friday Dr. Washing- 
ton West testified that the blow.in the 
side fractured a rib and he feared the lung 
was penetrated. 

Before her turn came to testify Mrs. 
Strait fell a faint and was removed. But the 
Justice ordered the case to proceed, and, 
without hearing her side, discharged the 
defendant, on the ground that Mrs. Strait 
was the aggressor. 

Smith then swore out a warrant for ase 
sault against Mrs. Strait. He says she struck 
him in the face, knocked his pipe out of his 
mouth and threatened to scratch his eyes 
out. 

He claims he merely held her until she 
became quiet. 

Dr. Huggins says Mrs. Strait’s present 
condition is due to her having left her bed 
to go to court.

Mrs. Albert Kneeland has close@ her 
house, 4910 North Broadway, and with her 
3-year-old child, has gone to St. Joseph to 
prosecute her husband for bigamy. 

Kneeland, who once had an extensive art 
gallery in St. Louis, and made some money 
enlarging pictures, achieved national fame 
as the husband of ten women. He {fs in 
jail at St. Joseph, and will likely be trans- 
ported to the penitentiary once more. 

He has had a strange and inexplicable ca- 
reer.
